TWENTY THOUSAND. MEN 
Wie RETURN TO WORK 


Governor Crane Assured Strikers 
That He Would Use His Influ- 
ence with Railroads To Se- 
cure Concessions That 
Labor Demanded. 


Boston, Mass., March 13.—Through the 
efforts of the representatives of the 
great mercantile bodies of the city, sec- 
onded by the chief executives of city and 
gate, in conference with the recognized 
jeaders Of organized labor, the great 
sttike of freight handlers and kindred 
tra@ies represented in the allied freight 
transportation council was broken to- 
night. Fully 20,000 men who have beer. 
idle for four days will go to work in tne 
mogning. 

This result was attained at a confer- 
ence this evening at the office of Governor 
Crane. The decision was at once report- 
ed to the allied freight transportation 
council at a special meeting tonight and 
unanimously indorsed. 

All of the old men for whom places 
can be found will be taken back by the 
rallroads tomorrow. Teamsters and long- 
shoremen will find an unprecedented de- 
mand for their services and traffic of all 
descriptions, which has been virtually at a 
etandstill for the past three or four days, 


will be resumed tomorrow with a rush.” 


The Brine Transportation Company, the 
loading and unloading of whose non- 
umon teams precipitated the strike of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
freight handlers, does not appear to have 
figured in the settlement of the present 
controversy. Under the new arrange- 
@nent, however, union men wil] not be 
gequired to load or unload that company's 


teams. 
Conferences Held, 

The day was filled with conferences be- 
ween representatives of the various Ia- 
or unions and the city’s business inter- 
®sts in which Governor Crare, Mayor Col- 
fins, Secretary Easley, of the National 
‘ivic Federation, and the state board of 
mrbitration took important parts. Every 
‘one was fully impressed with the gravity 
of the situation and felt the absolute ne- 
cessity of an immediate settlement. 

As early as 8 o’clock Secretary Easley, 
who had arrived from New York on the 
night ‘rain, met 2 number of labor lead- 
ers at Young’s hotel, where their side 
of the controversy was explained to him 
in detail yesterday. At 10 o’clock those 
in attendance proceeded to the rooms of 
the state board of arbitration at the state 
hous? and met representatives of various 
mercantile bodies of the city, the officials 
of the various railroads and Mayor Col- 
Jins, when a free interchange of ideas 
Was had for more than three hours. 

Governor Crate, slthough not present at 
this meeting personally, had a representa- 
tive in attendance and was kept ir close 
touch with all its proceedings in which he 
manifested tne greatest interest. Among 
those present were Mayor Collins, repre- 
fentives of the Associated Board of Trade, 
the Merchants’ Asscciation, the cham- 
ber of commerce, and President Lucius 
Tuttle, of the Boston and Maine railroad; 
General Manager Barnes, of the Boston 
and Albany railroad; General Manager W. 
E. Chamberlain, of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad: President 
O. F. Cox, of the allied freight trans- 
portation council; President Hartnett, of 
the Teamsters Union, and many other 
officials of the various labor bodies of the 
city. 

Committee To Devise Plan. 

A committee of seven was chosen to 
devise some plan that might be mutually 
agreed upon as a basis of settlement in 
corsultation with Governor Crane. The 
comnmittee which consisted of Judge War- 
ren A. Reed, chairman of the __ state 
board of arbitration; A. A. Lawrence, 
yeorge H. Leonard and John Mason Lit- 
tle, on behalf of the merchants, and 
Thomas H. Canning, G. O. Powers and 
Thomas Mahony, representing the un- 
icns, together with Secretary Easley, then 
waited upon the governor and were 
closeted with him for two hours. Mean- 
time a largé number of labor leaders went 
into conference in the council chamber 
which adjoins the office of the governor. 

The door between the rooms was open 
much of the time and there was a gen- 
eral exchange of ideas and propositions. 
While there was unanimity of sentiment 
that everything possible should be done 
to bring the strike to a quick termina- 
tion, there was a diversity of views as 
to how to do it. 

Governor Crane, while impressing upon 
those present the fact that he had abso- 
lutely no authority to make pledges, pro- 
pesed that if the strike should be declared 
off and those of the men who an would 
return to work, he would, as governor,

The governor further agreed to see the 
Officials of the Boston and Maine, Boston 
«nd Albany and New York,’ New Haven 
and Hartford railroad and the various 
Steamship lines and. urge them to rein- 
State as Many men as possible. ' 


Crane Caused Agreement. 

Governor Crane impressed every one 
with his deep interest in the matter and 
it was through his influence that .the 
representatives of the labor associations 
present unanimously agreed to recom- 
mend to their various unions that the 
strike be declared off and that every man 
now cn strike return to work tomorrow. 

This decision was received with in- 
tense satisfaction by all who participated 
in the conference, for, although it was 
not effective until it had been formaily 
ratified by the Individual unions, it was 
conceded that it méant the termination 
of the gigantic battle beween union and 
ncn-unionism whieh has crippled ‘the 
cemimerce of Boston for the past four 
days and has octasioned great incon- 
venience and expense upon its merchants 
end citizens. When the conference with 
the governor ended nothing remained for 
the committee except to make its report 
in the board of arbitration rooms to thé 
meeting which had delegated it. After 
the report had been adopted the meeting 
dissolved. ‘The labor Jeaders hurried trom 

to -ptrt themselves fn 
tcuch with their respective unions, spe- 
cial meetings of which were being held 
in anticipation of the necessity for quick 
action. 

After the committee had left the gover- 
ror said: : 

“Inasmuch as the strike has been de- 
cClared off, it becomes the duty of the 
public to do its part and of other em- 
ployers of labor to see that the men who 
went out were reinstated so far as pos- 
s'ble.’’ 

An official notice of the termination of 
the strike will be published in the morn- 
ing papers and in addition committees 
will endeavor to notify those of the 
strikers who cannot be reached through 
the press in time to begin work at their 
regular hours.

Woman Tells of the Murders. 

In jail today the Bennett woman talked 
freely. She confessed evervthing except 
direct murder, saying that her part was 
to drug men enticed intv her house and 
members of the gang would then beat 
them into insensibilitv and rob them. 

‘The business has been going on for 
six. months,” said she. ‘‘The men would 
go out to the saloons and street corners 
and find men that had money. They 
would bring them to mv house and I and 
the other women would give them beer 
with knockout drops in it. Then the men 
would either beat them up there or rob 
them or take them out into the hobo 
yard. I don’t know how many men I 
have drugged; too many. to; remember, 
and all of them were robbed. 

“T don't know what the folks that I’ve 
told the sheriff about will do to me. 

“T know I’m sefe in jail now, but if 


Lever get out they will kill me, if any 


‘of them are alive ahd are out of the pen- 
itentiary then.”’ 
Bodies Thrown to Alligators. 

The Neches river. where five bodies of 
supposed victims of the gang were found, 
skirts the town of Beaumont. It is about 
160 fect wide and 30 feet deep. In some 
places swamps run back. A, body thrown 
into the swamps ;tands small chance of 
being fcund. If it is true that fifty per- 
sons have disappeared from Beaumont, 
this may be the solution of the mystery 
of the missing bodies 

The case in some of its features recalls 
the Bender family of murderers in La- 
bette county, Kansas, thirty years ago. 
The Benders for months entrapped trav- 
elers and killed them. The family ccn- 
sisted of a man and his wife and their 
grown daughter. When the murders were 


firally discovered the Benders fled.

by the proposed reduction of the tariff. 

Senator Bacon is uiora these and takes 
this position. He and others regard the 
proposed compromise by which the tariff 
reduction is to be limited to two years 
as confirmation of the information they 
have received that the ‘trust has bought 
up the crop for two years and that it 
alone, and not the Cuban planters, will 
be benefited by the tariff reduction. 

How definite this information is cannot 
be ascertained. It seems to be more in 
the nature of a general understanding 
than anything .more definite. The beet 
Sugar peopie have charged this through- 
out the agitation, but advocates of reduc- 
tion have conténded that the refining trust 
could not possibly be engaged in this sort 
of dealing with congress because, if dis- 
covered, congress would rise in indigna- 
tlon and retaliate by taking «the differen- 
tial rate off of refined sugar, which is the 
basis on which the refining industry has 
made its millions,

The representatives of the beet and 
cane sugar growers of this country al-

The beet sugar people claim that this 
would simply place in the hands of their 
enemy, the refining ‘trust, and additional 
fund to be used in fighting the American 
sugar growers and that neither the Cu- 
ban grower nor the American sonsumer 
would be benefited to the extent of a 
penny. 

On the other hand, it is claimed that 
while the American refiners have un- 
doubtedly bought Cuban sugar, there are 
125.000 tons now stored down there be- 
longing to Cuban producers who will 
suffer greatly if not assisted by con- 
gress. Advocates of tariff reduction hold 
that General Wood and other officials 


must, know the real facts, and they feel 
safe in following Wood’s recommendation. 


Repubiicans Confer on Cuba. 
Late this sfternoon the work of harmo- 
nizing the confilct over Cuban reciprocity 


had progressed so far that a committee of 
conferees or arbitrators, representing the 
two sides of the controversy, assembled 
to frame a compromise agreement with 
Chairman Payne and Representatives 
Dalzell and Cannon present in behalf of 
the ways and means reciprocity element, 
while five of the opposition, namely, 
Representatives Metcalf, of California:

It was stated that the discussion had 
been along such harmonious lines that 
an agreement seemed assured. Chairman 
Payne and associates seemed to be less 
confident than the other conferees that 
an agreement was in sight. 

Prior to the meeting of the arbitra- 
tors the element opposing the ways and 
means plan decided to name five con- 
ferees instead of three, in order to make 
the body more representative of the va- 
rious sections interested. It also was 
deemed desirable not to give the con- 
ferees final power to make terms, but 
only to consider and report. back. This 
precaution was taken in order that there 
might be a full understanding of the 
compromise plan. Representative Tawney, 
of Minnesota, was asked to go on the 
conference, but he declined, and instead 


nominated the committee of five subse- 
quently named by the conference.

Washington, March 13.—(Special.)—Wtl- 
liam Jennings Bryan undoubtediy regards 
himself still-a presidential probability. He 
made this pretty clear in talks he had 
with jJemocratic senators and representa- 
tives here today; more, however, by what 
he did not say than by what he did. He 
ulso made it clear that he believes every 
demccrat in public life either reads The 
Commoner or should do so. To each 
man to whom he talked he made some 
reference to his paper. 

Colonel Bryan said his visit to Wash- 
ington had no polftical significance, as he 
wus just pasing through cn his way to 
Culpepper, where he has relatives, but 
the men with whom he talked have the 
impression that his purpose was to urge 
democrats to keep up their fight against 
imperialism, but not. to forget the trust 
and currency questions. He also express- 
ed to senators the wisdom of making a 
strong fight for a vote upon the proposi- 
tion to amend the constitution 80 as to 
provide for the election of senators by the 
direct vcte of the people, saying that the 
resition of the party in favor of such 
method of election ought to be empha- 
sized in every way possible, as the people 
are demanding such a change.

Cochran,’ of Missouri, Amid Democratic Applause, 
Denounces the Secretary as an Anglomaniac. 
Congress Asks Secretary for Information.

in ‘truth, at the very outbreak of this war 
every question’ of Anternational law in- 
volved was decided adversely to the Boers 
by’ the: secretary of state: . =. 


Relief Kept from Victims. 

“Every eontention for which they -are 
fighting was’ cast aside and every un- 
lawful assumption ‘of power and~author- 
ity asserted ‘by Great’ Britain was con- 
firmed,; and now it, has come to pass, 
with the wails of sufferiig wives and 
children of the heroic Boers borne to our 
ears by every gale, provoking a respon- 
sive chord in ‘the hearts of sympathetic 
people throughout the worl@ and they are 
willing to relieve the sufferings of these 
unfortunates, that our secretary of state 
discovers some rule of international law 
that shuts the mouth of mercy and pal- 
sies the hand of charity.

FAST MAILS 10 ‘THE SOUTH 


Appropriation Is Being Fought by 
Crumpacker, of Indiana. 


DEFENDED BY UNDERWOOD 


Alabama Member Says That Appro- 
priation Is Necessary To Give 
Fast Mails. . 
te 


Washington, March 13.—The house to- 


postoffice appropriation bill and com- 
pleted consideration of twelve of the 
‘twenty-seven ‘pages’ of the bill. No 
amendments were adopted. The princi- 
pal portion of the general debate today 
was devoted to the discussion of the ap- 
propriations for special mail facilities. 

Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana, opened 
the debate on this topic. 

The Southern railway, which received 
the subsidy hetween Washington and New 
Orleans, he said, now received $669 per 
mile in regular mail pay, against $335 
when the subsidy was inaugurated in 
1893. He contended that the road could 
not afford to withdraw its fast train if 
the subsidy was withdrawn. 

Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, defended 
the subsidy to the Southern railway, on 
the ground that it was absolutely neces- 
sary to give the south quick maf] facili- 
ties. The whole south, he said, was ben- 
efited by the extra train run in return 
for this appropriation. 

Mr. Jenkins, of Wisconsin, presented 
a detailed statement of his reasons for 
his theory that Cuba is now under the 
sovereignty of the United States, which 
sovereignty, he contends, cannot be 
alienated without an act of congress. Mr. 
Jenkins’ views attracted considerable at- 
tention. 

Mr. Cochran, of Missourl, made a fer- 
vent speech denouncing the course of the 
administration relative to the _ British 
war against the South African republics. 

Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, concluded the 
general debate with some comment upon 
the testimony of Governor Taft. 

The bill then was read for amendment 
under the five-minute rule. Several minor 
amendments were voted down. 

A resolution was adopted to authorize 
the president to invite the families of 
Marshal Rochambeau and Marquis de 
LaFayette and the people of France to 
be present at the unveiling of the statue 
of Marshal Rochambeau in Washington, 
May 24, 1902, and appropriating $20,000 to 
carry out the purposes of the resolution. 

At 5:10 the house adjourned. 


FIGURES ON COTTON 


Government Report Shows Crop Was 
Under 10,000,000 Bales. 

Washington, March 13.—The extent of 
the cotton crop of 1899 was 24,175,092 acres, 
producing 9,534,876 commercial bales. This 
cotton fiber had the value on the farms 
of 328,758,171. In addition there were 
4,566,091 tons of seéd worth $46,950,525, ex- 
clusive of the seed sold by the farmers 
with the fiber before ginning. 

The quantity of cotton fiber grown in 
1899 as reported by the dtvision of agri- 
culture, census bureau, wes 88,939 bales 
of 500 pounds in. excess of that reported 
by the division of manufactures as hav- 
ing been ginned in the same year. The 
variation in the two reports is only 9 per 
cent. Of the variation between these re- 
ports as given 49,013 were found in some 
fifteen counties in the Mississippi Yazoo 
delta and 23,667 in four counties in south- 
western Tennessee adjoining the coun- 
ties in Mississippi in which there was an 
excess. 

Outside of these nineteen counties the 
two reports practically agreed, the varia- 
tion being only 16,559, or .18 per cent.

BONDS FOR SINKING FUND. 


Their Purchase May Be Discontinued 
by Secretary Shaw. 
Washington, March 13.—Secretary Shaw 
has under consideration the question of 
discontinuing the purchase of govern- 
ment bonds for the sinking fund. The 
secretary has not definitely decided wWit 
he will do, butt it is known that he is do- 
ing nothing to encourage holders of bonds 
to dispose of them to tHe government, 
and, in fact, rather discourages sales. 
The present high price of bonds is an 
inducment for banks to sell those they 
have on deposit with the government and 
reduce their circulation, and a few days 
ago he announced that such banks as re- 
duced their. circulation would not be ap- 
pointed public depositories. The fact that 
the government is in the market stimu- 
lates the price of bonds so that the ef- 
fect is just contrary to what is desired. 


TEXAS CATTLE RAISERS MEET. 


Stock Brought Satisfactory Prices in 
the Trading. 

Fort Worth, Tex., March 13.—The twen- 
ty-sixth annual session of the Texas 
Cattle Raisers’ Association was concluded 
today. 

The greater part of trading. done here 
was for cattle above the quarantine lines 
which brought good prices, 2-year-olds 
selling at from $22.50 to $24 per head. 

The indications are that there will be 
sent to Indian Territory and Oklahoma for 
grazing in the neighborhood of £25,000 head 
of cattle.

Hanna Says He Is a Patriot. 

Mr. Hanna then said that Mr. Berry 
urged that the enormous pOwer and in- 
fluence of Mr. Morgan and his associates 
would be brotght to bear on congress to 
secure the admission,-of their foreign- 
built ships to American register. That 
was gratuitous. If it were true, this bill 
would offer little inducement to those 
owners, aS by having their vessels 
brought under American register they 
could participate in the very profitable 
coastwise trade of the United States. In 
conclusion Mr. Hanna said: 

“The senators on this side of the cham- 
ber are actuated by Just as high motives 
as the senator from Arkansas and they 
are just as patriotic.” 

Mr. Perkins, of California, a member 
of the commerce committee. speaking in 
support of the pending measure, said 
he believed it was the duty of the coun- 
try to try the experiment proposed.

Mail Pay and Subsidy Bill. 

The secretary of the treasury today 
sent to the senate a statement from the 
commissioner of navigation in regard to 
the mail pay’as affected by the ship sub- 
sidy bill.

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United States Minister to Mexico Accused of Using

7 ASHINGTON, March  13.—Mr.

He says such a minister will not be in 
a condition to protect.an American citi- 


zen against the encroachments of a com-- 


pany in wHich many of the leading offi- 
clals of the Mexican government are in- 
terested. 

He says there is a rule as to consuls 
which ~does not allow them to engage 
in trade in countries to which they are 
sent and says that the necessity for such 
a rule should be much stronger in pre- 
venting a diplomatic officer from engag- 
ing in speculative mining enterprises. The 
senator suggested that the questions in- 
volved in the Mealy case are important 
and especially as they. affect the status of 
the minister to Mexico.

NOT TILL THE MILLENNIUM 


Will the Filipinos Be Capable of Self- 
Government. 


SO DAVID BARROWS’ SAYS 


“Filipino Is Not Born Who Could 
Control,’”’ He Declares to 
Congressmen. 


Washington, March 13.—David P. Bar- 


‘OWS was again before the senate com- 


mittee on Philippines today and was 
Subjected to a searcging examination by 
the members. 

He did not think that white men could 
be induced to do the manual:and plan- 
tation labor of the islands. There was 
no danger to be feared, he said, from the 
importation of Filipino labor to this 
country. 

Mr. Barrows said the investments that 
will attract capital in the Philippines 
are agricultural and not manufacturing. 
The Filipinos, he said, are rapidly be- 
coming interested in what the govern- 
ment proposes to do for them and are 
warmly in favor of giving the Taft gov- 
ernment a trial. 

Mr. Barrows said he did not expect 
he would live to see the day when the 
Filipinos would be capable of self-gov- 
ernment. 

“The Filipino is not born,” he said 
to say nothing of 
governing justly, the Philippine islands.”’ 

For the wild tribes, Mr. Barrows said, 
there should be some sort of government- 
al control to end their marauding expe- 
ditions. ‘These tribes appgrently are well 
disposed toward the Americans and he 
thought, by judicious management and 
kindness, their districts could be opened 
to trade. 

Mr. Barrows said he had seen very 
little evidence of cruelty by American 
soldiers. In concluding his testimony, 
Mr. Barrows spoke at length on the 


‘general readiness of the Filipinos to co- 


operate with and their general confidence 
in the intentions of the United States. 


ODELL CLASHES WITH COURT. 


Bitter Fight Is on Over the Kings 
County Shrievalty. 

New York, March 13.—Five deputy sher- 
iffs and clerks, who formerly served un- 
der Sheriff Guden, in Kings county, and 
who accepted office under Norman 5S. 
Dike, whom Governor Odell appointed to 
the office, left Dike’s service today and 
returned to Guden. 

An order was served on Dike today, 
signed by Supreme Court Justice Gay- 
hor, requesting Dike to appear in court 
tomorrow to show .cause why an order 
ghould not issue commanding Dike to 
surrender the authority he has assumed 
as sheriff by appointment, as well as 
the books and papers now in his posses- 
sion officially. 

Governor Odell was in econference at 
Albany today with Kings county repub- 
lican leaders and decided to teiegraph in- 
structions to Dike to take possession of 
the sheriffs immediately. using force if 
necessary, and to seize the books and 
records of the office wherever | found, 
Dike swore in thirty special deputies to- 
day. Guden has locked up all papers in 
his possession in the office safe, prepara- 
tory to standing siege.

It cannot be learned from eny Official 
source as yet upon what points the new 
protocols differ from those presented, to 
the senate during the !ast session of 
congress, but the general statement is 
that the only alteraticns are those ‘ab- 
sdlutely necessary to meet the points of 
difference between the original Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty (which failed) under 
which They were drawn. and the treaty 
as-finally ratified.

PRESENT LAW IS DEGRADING 


Jerome Says That It Cannot Be En- 
forced and Therefore Causes 
Blackmail. 


New York, March 13.—District Attor- 
ney Jerome today sent to the legislature 
a brief on the excise question. He gives 
fourteen reasons why the excise bill he 
sent to the legislature should become law. 


Some,of the reasons follow: 

“Under democratic forms of govern- 
ment a law is not permanently enforce- 
able by elected local authorities where a 
large number of persons in the locality 
do not consider the act forbidden as im- 
moral in itself, and are unwilling to yield 
willing obedience to the law. 

“In Greater New York there are a large 
number of people who do not consider it 
immoral to enter a saloon and take a 
drink on Sunday. 

“New York is a cosmopolitan city and 
its inhabitants, being citizens and voters, 
have a right to have their wishes re- 
spected and their tastes and habits con- 
sidered whether they be foreign born or 
not. 

“The effect of the present law is to do 
irreparable damage to the community by 


tending to degrade those in the liquor 


business and cause them tq lose their self- 
respect and their respect for all law. 
The effect of the proposed change would 


'be in an opposite direction. 


“An unenforceable law as herein above 
defined always develops blackmail. 

“The effect on the community through 
the debauching of the police by the pres- 
ent law favoring blackmail is very s8e- 
rious.”’ 

After each'of his reasons Mr. Jerome 


gives an argument in support of it.

column was officially communicated to 
that house, is declared by hostile critics 
to be obviously false, as it was announced 
weeks ago that the visit would be post- 
poned. 

Their Majesties Willing. 

These critics assert also-that there 
seems good reason to believe that their 
majesties themselves al] along desired to 
carry out the coronation visit, and though 
they have deferred ét on the advice of the 
ministers, they have no intention of re- 
lieving the latter from fthe onus of a 
tactiess move. 

The Freemen’s Journal voices the na- 
tionalist views, saying: 

“The ministers have put a veto on the 
intended visit ef the sovereign to a por- 
tion of his dominions.

Redmond Denounces Wyndham. 

During the debate on the civil service 
estimates in the hotise of commons to- 
day, John Redmond, the Irish leader, 
moved a reduction of the salary of the 
chief secretary for Ireland (George Wynd- 
ham), and proceeded to ‘ncisfvely criti- 
cise Mr. Wyndham’s polHcy, asserting 
that the latter was engineering a con- 
spiracy to misrepresent the condition of 
the country in order to give a colorable 
excuse for coercion. Mr, Redmond said 
coercion would not kill boycotting, but 
it would exasperate the Irish people at 
home and consolidate them abroad. He 
sincerely hoped, however, that the Irish 
would not be betrayed into the commis- 
sion of crime. 

Mr. Wyndham, in replving, said that 
already a great many illegal acts had 
been perpetrated in Ireland. He admitted 
the constitutional right of the people to 
assemble and prociaim their grievances, 
but where crime was about to be com- 
mitted an assembly became unlawful, 
and it was the duty of the government 
to prevent it. .

REVOLUTION IN VENEZUELA. 


Rebels Are Very Active in the Land 
of Castro. 

San Juan, Porto Rico, March 13.—Ad- 
vices received here from Venezuela say 
the condition of the revolution in that 
country is unchanged. The revolutionists 
are active and it is reported that they 
lately had successful engagements with 
the government troops near Carrupano, 
at Guiria, and at Pilar, but have not yet 
captured any ports or cities. . 

During the night of March 8 the revo- 
lutionary steamer Bolivar appeared be- 
fore Carupano, took a launch and dis- 
appeared in the morning without landing 
men or attacking the place. It is claim- 
ed the revolutionary steamer has recently 
suffered terribly and President Castro's 
fleet hopes -soon to dispose of her.

Berlin, March 13.—Herr Wiegand, gen- 
eral director of the North German Lleyd, 
in an interview published in Bremen, says 
that the shipping agreement in no way 
impinges wpon the independence of the 
German companies, but that it will bene- 
fit both German lines, laying a solid basis 
for constant freight and passenger rates. 
Herr Wiegand added that the agreement 
was as vet provisional, but that it would 
be published as soon as it was signed 
in a definitive form.

According to this informant, General 
Castro was forced to retire from Agua 
Dulce with from 400 to 500 soldiers suffer- 
ing from thirst, although General Her- 
rera, in his official report of the engage- 
ment, says General Castro had but about 
200 followers in organized form. 

The revolutionists had fifteen colonels 
and majors and seventeen officers of 
lower rank killed during the Agua Dulce 
engagements. The number ,of revolu- 
tionary soldiers killed is not specified in 
General Herreras’ report. He only says 
that considering the position of the gov- 
ernment troops, the revolutionary losses 
were not as high in proportion. 

The losses on both sides are estimated 
at not less than 1,200 men, or atout 33 per 
cent of the number engaged. 

News was received here that the gov- 
ernment generals, Castro and Ortiz, have 
just arrived at Colon with 400 men. They 
left a strong garrison at Bocas del Toro. 

General Castro reports that the heavy 
lesses suffered by the forces under the 
command of the revolutionary general, 
berrera, make it impossible for the revo- 
lutionists to attack the government for 
seme time to come.

He spoke with 
special reference to municipal monopolieg. 

Judge Hillyer made no attempt at ora- 
tory, but dealt with the subject in a 
plain, practical] and businesslike manner. 
His address was very much enjoyed by 
the faculty and students. 

He advocated municipal ownership of 
public utilities and his experience in mu- 
nicipal affairs well qualified him to han- 
lle the subject. . He spoke about an hour 
and a quarter and interest increased as 
he spoke. 

He began by saying that the tendency 
toward congestion of population in the 
large cities makes municipal questions of 
more aya more importance. He said that 
most agree that «he municipality 


chonig own #ome. of the public utill- 
ties, Dat mot all of them.

nicipal ownership of street railroads is 


more successful than private. ownérship.

He 
said that according to fhe last report 
of the commission the water works of 
Atlanta had cost the city up to Decem- 
ber 31 $694,518.80 and that the leading men 
of Atianta estimate them to be worth not 
leas than. $5,000,000.

Ty and that soon they would pay for them- 
eelves, as all natural manopolies would 
do if operated by the municipality.

HE IS CONVICTED OF KILLING 
CHARLEY CUZZERT. 


Much of Evidence Being Circumstan- 
tial, Jury Recommends Him 
to Mercy. 


Cedartown, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)— 
Polk superior court. has been in session 
for some time and the criminal docket 
was taken up this week. 

The case of the State v. E. B. Patton, a 
white man, charged with murder, ls 
been on trial since last Monday. Much 
of the evidence was circumstantial, and 
the jury, after being out a few hours, 
returned today a verdict of guilty, with 
a recommendation to mercy. 

Carter Ashworth,-who is out on bond, 
will not be tried until the next term of 
the court. 

On the night of the 26th of last October 
Charley Cuzzert, a 16-year-old white boy 
of good family, while out ’possum hunt- 
ing with W. P. Bomar, and several boys, 
was killed by a shot from a winchester 
rifle. E. B. Patton and, Carter Ashworth 
were arrested and charged with the per- 
petration of the crime. The case has ex- 
cited a great deal of interest, and practi- 
cally the entire bar has been engaged 
in the trial either for the prosecution or 
the defense. An unusually strong jury 
tried the case, ex-Mayor L. 8S.

Named—He Now Seeks To 
Influence Them in Rhode 
Island’s Favor. 


Savannah, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)— 
The interment of the remains of General 
Nathaniel Greene amd his son, George 
Washington Greene, will probably be 
pestponed until next fall. Asa Bird Gardi- 
ner, president of the Society of the Cin- 
cinnati in Rhode Island, is one of the 
trusteés in whose name the remains are 
deposited in the vault of the Southern 
bank in Savannah. The other trustee is 
A. D. Harden, of Savannah. Neither of 
the trustees, without the sanction of the 
Other, can withdraw the remains from 
the bank. 

Colonel Gardiner has been understood 
as holding that the direct descendants of 
General Greene in Georgia and elsewhere 
have not had the matter of the final dis- 
pcrition of the honored relics laid before 
them properly. He writes of the grand 
and imposing ceremonies with which 
Rhode Island would undertake the final 
interment of the remains and shows 
plainly that it is the intention of the 
Rhode Islanders to write all the Greene 
descendants to induce them to aiter their 
decisions, which have been written and 
sent to R. T. Waller, of Savannah, ex

Colonel Gardiner is understodd to mein- 
tain that the title to the remgins rests in 
the Rhode Island Cincinnati, as he, as 
president of the society, conducted the 
search that, a year ago, resulted in the 
discovery of the relics in the old Mosgs- 
man yault in the Colonial cemetery in 
Savannah. He then asserted, and has 
since asserted, that he considered that 
the final disposition of the remains was a 
point for the direct descendants to settle, 
He now is seeking to gain a decision 
from these descendants that will prove 
more favcrable to his own desi‘es, which 
are that the funeral may'be héd in 
Providence and the remains interred 
there.

The Savannah Volunteer Guards will

KENTUCKY il 
AS-AN OIL STATE 


Many Blue Grass Wells Are 
Now Being Operated, 


It Is Expected That When Spring 
Opens There Will Be an Influx 
of Operators with No 
' Lack of Capital. 


Loufeville, Ky., March 13.—(Special.)— 
The state of Kentucky is attracting the 
attention of oil experts throughout the 
country, and when spring opens there 
will be an influx of operators and capital 
if the opinion of those experienced in 
the petroleum té#siness is to be credited. 
It is their judgment that Kentucky will 
supplant Pennsylvania as an oil producing 
State. 

Already the fever is above normal and 
the interest is increasing to that extent 
that even now there! is not a corner in 
the ‘entire state that the fever has not 
permeated. 

The interest began nearly a year ago 
a@nd since then companies have been or- 
ganized almost daily in the counties of- 
fering favorable chances for operation. 
Wayne county, sftuated in the southeast- 
ern part of the state, was the basis for 
the first operations fn the state leading 
to the recent boom. Kentucky, however, 
was known to contain oil even before 
tbe discovery of the Pennsylvania fields, 
Yor oil in paying quantities was discovered 
years 
ago. The absence of transportation fa- 
cilities causec the promoters to abandon 
what would now be a rich paying prop- 
erty. 

The Strube well in Wayne county was 
the first to produce petroleum in suffi- 
cient quantities to make it profitable. 
After wells of 200, 300 and 500 daily ca- 
pacity had been brought in it served to 
arouse the Kentuckians from their leth- 
argy, and since then the drills have 
been industriously worked in Wayne 
and adjoining counties. Already, in the 
limited space of one year, thousands 
of dollars have been made by those first 
upon the flelds of operation. The supply 
of petroleum, instead of diminishing, 
geems to be inexhaustible and experienced 
operators now say that Kentucky will 
be producing in another year more high 
grade crude oil than an yother state in 
the unfon. 

Thousands of Acres Leased. 

The Standard Oil Company early recog- 
rized Kentucky as an oil producing state 
pnw ‘twenty years ago the manages 
leased many thousands of acres in the 
state, but they found that their leases 
had been forfeited by their failure to 
crill wells, while others had expired by 
imitation. The company, however, still 
has extensive holdings in the state and 
their representatives have been indus- 
triously at work securing more. But the 
ebout 
figning ieases unless they provide for 
immediate operation and as a result the 
drill is more active. 

The Guffy-Galey Company. famous for 
thelr Giscovery ef the Beaumont fields, 
were among the first to enter Kentucky, 
and their helcings are, almost as ex 2n- 
sive, if not the largest, in the state. It 
may be said that there is not a county 
in the eastern vert of the state that the 
drill has not penetrated and while most 
ve fthe tcrritory is under lease foreign 
companies are weekly entering the field 
and paying a big bonus for the territory 
under lease. 

Whe successful operations are being 
confined to a territcry beginning at Bath 
county and ranging in a southwesterly 
cirection through cumberland county. 
Some little ofl is being taken in Allen, 
Ww arren, Metcalf and other adjacent 
counties to the west; but the wells have 
not been big preducers, while those to 
the east of the line extending from 
Wayne to niger county are in a direct 
line of the oil producing districts of 
Ohio, Fennsy! vania and New York. Sev- 
eral wells with a daily capacity of 5% 
and over have elready been brought in, 
the output cf which is now being suc- 
cessfully marketed. 

Quality of the Oil. 

The oil that is being produced in Cum- 
berland, Wayne and other counties in the 
southeastern part of the state varies 
from a black to a rich amber color, the 
commercial value of which is the same 
as that produced in West Virginia, New 
York and Pennsylvania. This oil is found 
in the limestone strata and in the coun- 
dies named and is reached at a depth 
of from 600 to 1,200 feet. 

The Breatest difficulty that has con- 
fronted the operators in this section of 
the country is the absence of transporta- 
tion, One pipe line has been constructed 
and several more are in contemplation, 
while a survey has been made for an 
electric line that will penetrate the oil 
district. Work will be begun on it in the 
spring, the necessary capital having been 
subscribed. 

In Bath county the operators, the 
largest being the. Guffy-Galey Company, 
have been most active. While their out- 
put has been small in comparison to the 
field farther south, a lubricating oil is 
being produced that is worth some four 
or five times as much as that being pro- 
duced from the other districts of the 
state. That Kentucky is attracting at- 
tention because of its discoveries in pe- 
troleum is evidenced by the prominence 
of the -operators it has attracted.

FEW GIVEN REISTRATION CER- 
TIFICATES IN ALABAMA. 


Another Rolling Mill with $500,000 
Capital To Be Built Near 


Birmingham. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 13.—(Special.) 
An astonishingly small number of negroes 
are being given certificates of registration 
in Alabama. In this county, where about 
6,00® voters have already been given life 
certificates, less than 100 negroes have 
been enrolled. 

Very many more have applied, but have 
not satisfied the board of registrars as 
to having defended their country in any 
of its wars, or failing to do «his, in prov- 
ing to the satisfaction of the board their 


good character. 

In some of the northern Alabama coun- 
ties a very much larger proportion are 
being registered than are being register- 
ed here, but in most of the black belt 
counties fhe number is even smaller. 

Another Big Rolling Mill. 

Birmingham is to have another great 
rolling mill with $500,000 capital. John 
D. Dwyer, foremrly superintendent of the, 
Birmingham Rolling Mill Company, is at 
the ‘head of the undertaking and his as- 
sociates are wealthy Kentucky gentle- 
men. 

The plant will be located near this city, 
but just where has not been determined. 
It will have a capacity of 150 tons per 
day and will be equipped with the latest 
and most approved machinery. 

It will employ more than 1,500 men at 
good wages. It is proposed to have the 
plant ip operation within twelve months. 

Ambushed Marshal Better. 

Information has been received at the 
office of the United States marshal here 
that .Deputy C. M. Tompkins, who was 
shot from ambu'sh near Florence on last 
Saturday, is improving and will recover. 
He was shot in the leg and not in the 
body, as was at first repor¢ed. 

Each Bids for Car Work. 

Woodlawn and Powderly, two suburbs, 
are bidding against each other for the lo- 
cation of the new street car works. Each 
has offered a block of land for the fac- 
tory site and fifty lots for houses for 
the employees, and the promoters of the 
enterprise are considering which offer to 
accept. 

Birmingham bank clearings for the 
months of February amouned to $4,5653,- 
094, an increase of $570,000 over the corre- 
sponding month of last year. 

To Double Mills Capacity. 

The El'}a White cotton mills at Union- 
town, have placed an order with Lowell 
manufacturers for sufficient new ma- 
chinery to double the capacity of their 
mill. Work on the extenston of the fac- 
tory has already been begun and by Au- 
gust the enlarged mill will be in full 
operation. 

It will be agreeable news to the friends 
all over Alabama of Hon. E. K. Camp- 
bell, of this city, to know that he has 
passed safely through the crisis of his 
severe illness and is now on the road to 
recovery. His life was despaired of for 
several days. 

Bricklayers Hold Meeting. 

The local chapter of the International 
Bricklayers’ Association held a _ speciai 
meeting last night and elected elght new 
members to their chapter. They were 
all admitted by their traveling cards 
from branches of the organization in 
other cities. 

River Rises Rapidly. 

The Tennessee river has risen so rap- 
idly ‘within the past few days that the 
large pumps of the Sheffield rolling mill 
were entirely submerged on yesterday, 
and work had to be discontinued until 
the waters recede, This is about the 
only damage done by the fiood in this 
immediate territory, as the city is on'a 
bluff too high for the river to reach, 
while the lowlands on the opposite side 
are one mass Of rushing water.

SMALLPOX SCARE 
BXCITES NORFOLK 


Reported Case at Car Barns Causes 
a Panic. 


THE STORY PROVED A FAKE

The fact 
that all of the companies of militia were 
marched in from the car barns this morn- 
ing gave a semblance of truth to the 
rumor, but it was explained by Colonel 
Higgins that this was to exercise the 
men.

It is reported that a gang has organ- 
ized and will burn the trestles on the 
Lamberts Point run between midnight 
and daylight. 

More men were employed today and 
the company now has nearly the _ full 
number, regular men and extras.

The same shot caused a 
large piece of glass to strike Sergeant 
Carr, Company I, Franklin, Va., and cut 
his face severely, causing the services of 
a Physician to be called in. 

At the same time the shot was fired 
several bricks were thrown into the car, 
and Private Burgess, Company I, was 
struck on the right knee and painfully in- 
jured.

LOSS OF PARENTS 
SENDS TOTS TO JAIL 


Spartanburg Magistrate Accused of 
Sending Orphans to Prison. 


M’SWEENEY IS INVESTIGATING 


Commitment States the Reason’ for 
Their Being Consigned to Felon’s 
Cell, Death of Parents Left 
Them Devoid of Any 
Support. 


Columbia, S. C., March 13.—(Special.)— 
Yesterday, upon what was regarded as a 
proper presentation of the facts of the 
ease, Governor McSweeney removed 
Charles H. German as‘magistrate at 
Langley, in Aiken county. He was re- 
moved for alleged failure to turn over 
to the county funds he had collected in 
fines in his court during the last two 
months. 

The governor today received informa- 
tion that a magistrate of Spartanburg 
county had sent three helpless children 
to jail for the crime of being orphans. 
One of these children is 6 years of age, 
another 7 and the third 10. The commit- 
ment states that the cause for which 
they were committed to a felon’s cell was 
that they were left orphans and had no 
one to care for them or provide a sup- 
port. The governor has requested Solic- 
itor Se2ase to investigate the matter and 
report the facts. 

Burglars in Palmetto State. 

There seems to be more than one gang 
of burglars workng in South Carolina.

Occupants for Southern Farms. 

With the industrial awakening 
which is now going on throughout this 
section of the country there is opened 
up an excellent opportunity for the 
wide-awake farmers of the northwest, 
who are no doubt tired of battling 
every year with the blizzards, to come 
into this section and to realize large 
profits from scientific agricultural op- 
erations. 

Our farming lands throughout this 
section are for the most part charac- 
terized by unusual fertility, but two 
influences have recently been at work, 
each of which has tended to create 
an abandonmnt of the farms in favor 
of the crowded centers of population. 
First, the building up of large cor- 
porate interests in the cities has had 
the effect of enticing young men away 
from the rural districts by holding out 


handsome salaries and rapid promo- 
tions; and, second, the system of land 
tenure which has long prevailed 
throughout the rural districts of this 
section has not been productive of the 
best results, and the farmers have be- 
come very much discouraged over the 
heavy cost entailed upon them by the 
necessity of constant repairs and im- 
provements. To explain what we 
mean by this second cause of discour- 
agement the farms of the south are 
altogether too large, and the custom 
of leasing them out to sub-tenants has 
proven far from satisfactory for the 
simple reason that renters can never 
be induced to take as good care of 
property as owners themselves, and 
such being the case the lands: are 
either allowed to fall into gross neg- 
lect or else are kept up at very great 
expense to the owners. As the logical 
result, it is not surprising that the in- 
ducements which cities hold out to 
young men in the rural districts should 
increase in attractiveness from year 
to year, and that hundreds of young 
men are yearly leaving the farms to 
engage in the various occupations 
which are opened up to them in the 
cities. 

But while this condition of affairs 
is distressing to the extent that it 
tends to depopulate our rich farming

They tel] a pretty tough story on Rabun 
county, Georgia, through which this new 
road will penetrate for some 20 or more 
miles, before the North Carona line is 
reached. The proverbia: isolation of 
Rabun county comes about from the 
rugged mountainous character of the 
section. Some one asked a gentleman 
from Atlanta how one could reach Rabun 
county. 

‘Wel, sir,’’ replied this gentleman, who 
had jvst made a visit to Rabun county, 
‘‘vou take the train at Cornelia, ride it to 
Tallulah Falls. take a horse and buggy 
and go as far north in it as you can. You 
can only go a certain distance. Then un- 
bitch vour horse, get astride and ride that 
way as far as you can: hitch your horse, 
walk on as much further as the ruggzed- 
ness of the country will admit, then 
climb a tree and fall out. and you will 
be in Fabun county.”

Ered Wagener, of Atlanta. has a force of 


300 men now at werk near Tallulah Falls, 
and he expects within six months’ time 
to blast his way through to what is known 
as “Little Tiger river. 5 1-2 miles up Tal- 
lulah river; this being the extent of the 
ecntract this gentleman has. The exten- 
sion follows the Tallulah river this dis- 
tance on the south side and the road 
will go thrcugh from 6 to 12 feet of solid 
rock nearly all the wav. This 5 miles, 
engineers say, will be about as pic- 
turesque, from a scenic standpoint, as 
any stretch of road in the world, running 
as it will right along the edge of the 
great chasms through which the Tallulah 
river goes tumbling and rumbling on, 
there being water falls yarving from 20 
to 50 feet every few hundred yards of the 
distance. 

The road will cross Tallulah river at 
the mouth of Tiger, and from that point 
to Clayton, the county seat of Rabun 
county, it will be easier building. Two 
miles beyond there.the new road will tap 
the o14- route of the Blue Ridge and At- 
lantic 
fore the civil war. This intersection will 
be in famed Rabun Gap, a point toward 
which all projected railrcads, ever since 
the days of John C. Calhoun, when if 
was proposed to dig a canal through it, 
connecting the Hiwassie and the Chat- 
tahoochee rivers, have been run. This 
gap is a great depression in the elsewhere 
towering mountain range. which has for- 
ever furnished an impedimént to the de- 
velopment of the country. a depression so 
great that only slight grading will be 
necessary to run tracks through it. From 
this point nearly to Franklin the old 
Blue Ridge and Atlantic survey will be 
uged for the new road. , 

So much for the road itself. The sec- 
tion of country this road will open up for 
development has long been reckoned one 
of the richest in the south. not alone itn 
timber, but especially in minerals. It js 
the future home of the asbestos supply of 
the world, great mountains of this 
precious commodity being within reach of 
the read. This prceduct has never hera- 
tofore been available for the developer, 
fcr the simple reason he could get it out 
of its mountain retreat only on horse- 
back. Another mineral of vast value in 
the world is corrundum. which, like as- 
bestos, abounds in mountain deposits, not 
just a bit here and there. but entire 
mountains of it. These two minerals pos- 
sibly will furnish the greatest activity in 
the development process destined, but 
mica is another mineral almost as 
precious, and it abounds evervwhere, and 
in sheets, said by mica authorities to be 
superior to that found anywhere else in 
the world. 

It is a matter of history that in this

The people have 
little conception of the vast wealth with- 
in the bowels of their rugged mountains 
and will probably never realize its value 
until it is too late. ard the lands have 
been gobbled up by the wide-awke in- 
vestor. Indeed, even this early in the 
history of the railroad buil@ing, options 
upon thousands of acres of the mineral 
lands have been taken. 

As a health resort there is ngt a spot, 
possibly, in the south that can claim any 
more advantages. It is a mattog of statis- 
tics that the secticn immediately south of 
Tallulah Falls, known as the foothills of 
the Piedmont region. is the healthiest 
portion of the United States, save one 
county in Connecticut. This fact asidsa, 
however, there is a world of scenic beau- 
ty in this new section which will alone 
entice the tcurist. 

To tre manufacturer this new road will 
open up a paradise cf possibilitv, because 
of the fact that it is flled with water 
power, the cheapest power. estimated, to 
be obtained. These assertions may striks 
the average reader as being overdrawn, 
brt they will bear investigation. There ig 
at Tallulah Falls alone. in the mad wa- 
ters which go whirling down and: down 
forever over the broken bowlders and 
rocks, over 27,000 horsepower, and from 
that point to the mouth of Tiger river it 
is estimated by men who know, to be 
nearly 500,000 more—all of which could 
be easily developed. This is but a drop 
in the bucket, howevev. to the water 
power available between that point and 
Franklin, N. C. There are hundreds of 
thousands of horsepower awaiting the 
harness throughout this section. That the 
harness will be put on is not a matter of 
speculation. Capitalists are hunting 
cheaper power, and they are gradually 
finding it. Thus with an unlimited. water 
power, ania climate that is unsurpassed 
for health and preper railroad facilities, 
the future of this section fn a manufac- 
turing way blazes forth with wonderful 
possibiiities. 

When it comes to fruits. this section, 
having already proven as fine as any in 
the state for apples, will take first rank, 
There is not a more lucious apple, pos- 
sibly, to be found anywhere than ‘the 
mountain ‘“‘imber twig,’’ or some of the 
other varieties which are being raised to- 
day by the mountaineer. and brought to 
and 50 miles to the foot of the hills .o 
market. A rman who onc3 eats a genuine 
mountain apple, will never want any 
cther kind. A big impetus will be given 
the culture of the apple by the natives 
of the section through which this road 
will penetrate. They need only facili- 
ties for gotting their fruit out of the 
mountains to make the business far more 
profitable fhan it has ever been hereto- 
fcre. The peacg is not raised much now 
vpon the mountains, but in other sections 
where the altitude is the same, its cul- 
ture is successful. and it will doubtless 
be raised throughout this part of the 
ccuntry eventually. 

Thus it will be seen the new railroad 
opens up the horn of plentv and makes 
the people feel that at last the good days 
have come. It is a safe prediction, and 
rot an extravagant one to make, that 
within five years after this road is com- 
p-eted there will be ten times the amount 
of fruit raised, ten thousand times the 
amount of asbestos. corrundum and mica 
carried into the great arts of trade, 
ard proportionately as much more of the 
other precious minerals that abound 
throughout this God-favored section. 
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Solace Found in Flowers by Royalty. 


Many royal ladies have found charms 
and solace in flowers. The Empress Eu- 
genie, in the palmy days of her reign, 
used sometimes to be called the “Em- 
vress of Flowers.’”’ The Parisians loved 
to watch her stop her;carriage at ths 
Madeleine steps, while she descended to 
pick her way among the market women’s 
baskets. She did not hold her hand until 
She had piled the front seat high with 
reses or lilies or violets, afterwards driv- 
ing in the Bois or through the streets 
enjoying the scent and sight of their love- 
liness. Her rooms at the Tullerles and 
St. Cloud were always filled with flowers, 
ond at Compiegne and Pierrefonds she 
had her special garden-ground, where 
she reared the plants she loved best. 

In this, as in many other things, she 
resembled her predecessor, Josephine, 
that other woman born outside the “pur-. 
ple’’ who has sat on the throne of France. 
The Empress Josephine reckoned her gar- 
dens as the most precious of all posses- 
sions. She owned the most splendid jew- 
els in Christendom, but she used to say. 
and say truly, that she valued a new or 
rare flower above any diamond in her 
caskets. Her terrible*husband, when he 
wished to please her, would add to her 
hothouses at Malmaison, or stuff her 
reticule with notes to pay for the bulbs 
or orchids which she coveted. And herg 
was not the selfish love of a mere collec- 
tor, but what her biographer calls “the 
pountiful joy of one who longs to share 
the treasures with all the world.”’ 

T1e hot houses at Malmaison were mod- 
eled on those at Kew—which, however, 
they surpassed in extent and beauty. 
Jogephine collected her exotics from every 
clime, especially from her dear Martin- 
ique—the island-home she never ceased 
to love. The minister of marine had 
Napoleon’s special crders to instruct ail! 
the admirals and captains to bring back 
plants for the empress; and the far-off 
isles of the Indies, and the tropical 
shores from Java to Brazil were rified 
of their flowers to fi)l those glass palaces 
of Josephine. 

Often the English seized the French 
ships, and the spoils were carried off to 
Britain. Then, with one of those scraps 
of contrasting courtesy that are so often 
found in the annals of every war, the 
prince regent would send the plants by 
special messenger to, Malmaison, “the 
gallant homage of a courtly enemy to 
} the 


charming tastes of a universally- | 


a 


admired woman’’—co ran the note at- 
tached to one of these parcels. 

Monsieur Aime Bonpland, the empress’ 
curator, was an accomplished naturalist. 
He had been with Humboldt in South 
America, and buasted that he had brought 
thence 6,000 new plants. He was manager 
of the imperial gardens at Malmaison 
and Navarre, and after tie death of 
his mistress published a very beautiful 
book, in three sumptuous volumes, with 
an account of the plants Josephine had 
been the means of introducing to Europe, 
Among them is the camelia and the 
catalpa, while her maiden name—De la 
Pagerie—i; attached forever to the la- 
pagerie, that lovely creeper which hangs 
its white or crimscn bells over the roofs 
of our green houses in such lavish pro- 
fusion all through the autumn. Josephins 
specialiy loved that flower, which remind- 
ed her of her home in Martinique.

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NONTRACT MADE 
WITH CILBERT 


Governor Candler Wired Him Las 
Hight Accepting His Proposal 


He Will Prepare Depot Plans To Be 
Submitted to the Railroad Of- 
| ficials — President Spen- 
: cer’s Letter to Major 
J. W. Thomas.

Bradford lL. Gilbert, the well-known 
New York architect, will prepare the pre- 
liminary plans for the new union passen- 
ger station on the state’s property to be 
submitted to the railroad authorities for 
the purpose of demonstrating whether 
or not the space is sufficient and ade- 
quate. 

The contract with Mr. Gilbert was en- 
tered into last night by Governor Cand- 
ler, chairman of the depot committee, ac- 
cepting the proposal] made by Mr. Gilbert. 
This proposal Governor Candler received 
geome days ago, Mr. Gilbert stating on 
what terms he would do the work, and it 
was submitted by the governor to all 
of the members of the committee. 

Governor Candler had heard yesterday 
afternoon from all but one of the mem- 
bers of the depot committee, and they-all 
assented to the proposa]. Mr. Gilbert 
made, Thereupon he wired Mr. Gilbert 
an acceptance of his proposal, which 
completes the contract. 

It is understood Mr. Gilbert proposes 
to come here and undertake the work of 
yreparing preliminary plans for submis- 
eion to the railroad people for a specified 
sum, which is said to be about 1,00). 

The necessity for this course, as is well 
known, grew out of the conference be- 
tween the railroad authorities and the 
depot commission in Governor Candler’s 
office several weeks ago, at which time 
President Spencer, of the Southern, and 
Chairman J. F. Hanson, of the Central’s 
board of directors, expressed the belief 
that the space was not large enough for 
& union depot, but said they were open 
to conviction. Following this conference 
the depot committee decided to employ a 
competent architect in this dine, and mat- 
ters have now reached a stage where Mr. 
Gilbert has been chosen as the ‘Skilled 
architect who will do the work. 

The idea is to prepare ground plans 
of a station showing how many tracks 
can be put on the state’s property, and 
in a general way the location of the 
waiting rooms and ticket offices. These 
plans, it is understood, can be prepared 
within a short time, and as goon as this 
work is done there will be another con- 
ference between the railroad authorities 
and the depot committee, at which, it is 


hoped, the matter will be finally deter- 
mined.

Strange to say, however, 
it transpired that no petition for the work 
on Peachtree street had ever been gotten 
up and that a bid had been called for 
without authority on thé part of the 
property owners. For this reason the 
check will have to be returned. 

The price for the two contracts let 
yesterday was $1.94% per square yard, 
about 36 cents a square yard less than 
previous contracts made by the city when 
there was no competition. The net saving 
to the city in the contracts just let, aver 
former figures, is about $3,500,

That is the way the last ballot stood 
when the board adjourned Monday night 


efter thé 267th ballot. 

For an election to take place one mem- 
ber must get four votes. Nearly all got 
as many as three votes Monday ‘night, 
but es no commissioner would vote for 
himself, a deadlock was the result. 

Commissioner Jones had three votes on 
any ballot he wanted them, Fox, HEnglish 
and Mayor Mims being willing to vote 
for him, and he was the only member of 
the board who could at any time com- 
mand as many as three votes. Commis- 
sioner English could have received three 
votes if the fourth had been forthcom- 
ing, Mayor Mims, Fox and Jones being 
willing to give him their votes. 

Brotherton voted for Johnson every 
time, and Johnson voted for Brotherton 
every time. 

Duy voted either for Johnson or 
Brotherton, except the one time he Inad- 
vertently voted for Jones and changed 
his vote.

If the manufacturers, in the 
interim. do not accede to their terms, there 
will be 25.000 operatives affected, and more 
than ‘$30,000,000 capital will be made unpro- 
ductive. This report, coming in, coupled with 
advices from Manchester stating that short 
fime was increasing, naturally had an unfa- 
Nevertheless, it is 
claimed by many that the movement will cer- 
tainly decrease next week owjng to the small 
spot sales put through in the interior during 
the last eight or ten days. While the re- 
f‘feipts may decrease in coneequence of the 
limited demand, it must not be forgotten that 
the movement must decrease 936.000 for the 
balance of the season to make the crop 10.- 
000.000. Mr. Ellison is firm in his estimate 
of 10,400,000 -for American consumption and 
says the world will not and cannot use any 
more under present conditions.

New York, March 11.—A falling off in the 
movement after the Ist of March as compared 
with last season was looked forward to with 
confidence by the bulls and practically con- 
ceded by the béars, but it has not yet occurred 
and the reaction from the high point of last 
week is due to the continuance of the move- 
ment on the same scale as last season.

. There is now pointing to this market euffi- 
c'ent cotton to bring our stock close to 200, - 
000 bales, and it is likely to exceed that fig- 
ure unless there is a change in the foreign 
markets. It is remarkable that cotton should 
be pointing here in the face of the low freight 
rates to Europe and the prices which we hear 
are being paid in the south for spinners’ cot- 
toa. The stock will remain here provided the 
crop is larger than the consumption, but if 
the consumption exceeds the crop then thie 
sock will be required, and it will move quick- 
ly ts the mills. Therefore we are thrown 
bacx on the old question of the crop for a 
soiution of the course of prices, with the ten- 
dency of the trader to look for a crop in ex- 
cess of 10,500,000 bales rather than less than 
that quantity and at the highest range of 
prices for the geeason.

New York, March 13.—Today’s stock market 
was again an @ffair of specialties, and the 
movement in the active leaders of the market 
was ‘exceedingly ‘confysed and irréguler, ‘and 
presented many. direct reversals of the recent- 
ly prevailing movement in especial -etocks. The 
stocks of the largely capitalized railroad sys- 
tems of the country, which assume the leader- 
ship of the market in times of general specu- 
lation, was neglected and a!most immovabie.

| FELONY CHARGE 


Grand Jury Finds Three True 
Bills Against Dr. Monnish 
and Wife. 


INDICTMENTS BASED ON 
STORY OF YOUNG WOMAN 


She Is Heic in Custody of Private 
Guard as Witness in Civil Case. 
Effort Will Be Made To Have 
This Case Before Judge 
Lumpkin Today. 


Dr. W. A. Monnish and Dr. Rosa 
F. Monnish, his avife, who for several 
months have been engaged in a lively 
controversy with the city over the grant- 
‘Ing of a certain building permit, were 
resterday indicted by the Fulton county 
«rand jury on the charge of having com- 
‘mitted a felony. 

Deputy Sheriff Jones served warrants 
on Dr. and Mrs. Monnish shortly after- 
‘wards. Later they were released on 
bonds of $1,000 each. 

Alleged criminal medical practice is the 
“specific charge on which the indictments 
are based. A young woman who hails 
from Savannah, but whose name the 
Officic¥s refuse to divulge, offered testl- 
mony that resulted in the bills. She 
was the only witness in the case. 

It was stated yesterday afternoon that 
an effort will be made to have the civil 
‘ease, in which Dr. Monnish is seeking to 
force the city to grant him a permit for 
‘the erection of a residence at the corner 
of Peachtree street and Forrest avenue, 
ealled befcre Judge Lumpkin, in the su- 
perior court today. The woman will be 
the principal witness. 

She is now in the custody of a private 
guard in the city and will be held pending 
the hearing. She arrived in Atlanta 
Tuesday and up to the time of her ap- 
pearance before the grand jury was in 
ehargé of Mrs. Bohnefield, the police 
matron. The attorneys for the city expect 
her testimony to have an important bear- 
ing on the case. 

Kept Promise Second Time. 

The woman came to Atlanta as the 
result of efforts on the part of citizens, 
who oppose the proposed Monnish build- 
ing. They placed the case in the hands 
of City Investigator Charles Heflin. He 
recently traced her through several 
towns and finally found her. She prom- 
ised to come to Atlanta, but failed to 
do so. 

Mr. Heflin. started out on the trail 
again and succeeded in locating her a 
second time. She kept her promise this 
ime, and arrived in the city Tuesday 
afternoon. Mr. Heflin followed shortly 
afterwards. He escorted his prisoner to 
the police station and placed her under 
the care of the police matron. 

The young woman is only 19 years of 
age and pretty. She was a country 
girl, her home being in south Georgia, but 
she has resided in Savannah for about 
two years. 

The grand jury met in special session 
to consider the Monnish case. The regu- 
lar session is scheduled for next Tues- 
day, but as soon as it was learned that 
the woman had put in an appearance

The fact that this unlooked for witness 
is to play a promirent part in the civil 
hearing will serve to add increased in- 
terest in the case. The hearing is set 
for this week, but so far the case has 
not been Teached, Owing to the number 
of cases ahead of it.

W. P. Hill will this morning endeavor 
to have the case called at once.

When questioned about the indictment 
last night Dr. Monnish said: 

“There is absolutely no truth in the 
charge made against my wife and my- 
self. It is nothing more than a case 
of persecution on the part of the peo- 
ple who oppose my erecting a residence. 
I have no fear of the outcome. We will 
be able to.fully vindicate ourselves on the 
hearing of the case.”’ 


COCEKERAN IS GRIPPED BY LAW. 


He Will Be Returned to Nashville by 
Governor Odell. 

Albany, N. Y., March 13.—Governor 
Odell today authorized the extradition of 
Charles A. Cockran, wanted in Nashville, 
Tenn., on the charge of larceny. He is 
accused of having defrauded the Union 
Bank and Trust Company, of that state, 
through papers of the American Hard- 
ware Company, of which he was presi- 
dent, discounted by the bank. 

His attorney asked for an adjournment 
in order to give his client an opportunity 
to show that he was not a fugitive from 
justice. The governor decided that the 
issue of Cockran’s guilt or innocence 
could not be tried before him, and that 
as the papers were in reguiar form he 
would grant the requisition.

Cannot any sensible man see that with 
one grade and one test, and that in bulk, the 
ol] companies ‘‘have a picnic,” 60 to speak? 

Mr. Stevens need not seek to hide behind 
his army of inspectors, nor to cover up the 
issues in this campaign. The facts are aelf- 
evident, and no amount of newspaper critli- 
cism or misrepresentation can entirely obscure 
them. 

In The Chronicle's report the following, 
which, in my address, I particularly @mpha- 
sized, are not even mentioned: In the last two 
years Mr. Stevens has, according to his own 
figures, spent $23,000 more of the fees from 
oils and fertilizers thah I did during the last 
two years of mv administration. .He pays 
far less for tags and his publications are prac- 
tically contained in one book which the great 
mass Of Georgia farmers. wil] never see. The 
people would likes to know where this money 
goes. So far we have been unable to oBtain 
a list of fertilizer Inspectors, fRKeir terms of 
service and salaries, although repeated appli- 
cations have been made to Mr. Stevens for this 
ir formation.

Expected That More Than 5,000
